sixteen days. 
Mr. Deatrick pointed 
out 
that 
measles took a 
toll of 
approxi­ 
mately 7,000 more lives than scar­ 
let fever in 1926 and 1927, and that 
more attentiv>n should be paid 
to 
children ill with the malady to pre­ 
vent the disease from spreading.
